Last year 15,000 girls of th« Women's Land 


Army of America acted as paid "farm hands' 
to fruit growers and farmers In twenty-one 
states In the Union. By this help they saved 
what might otherwise have meant ruin to acres 
and acres of farm produce 


This year, to meet the proposed greatly In- 


creased food production for the world demand. 
the Land Army, It Is predicted, will be more 
than doubled In numbers. 


In fact, owing to the willingness and the 


«fflclency shown by the girl farmer, expert* 
predict that this year, with nor help, will re- 
cord the greatest achievement In farm produc- 
tion the country has ever known 


To meet this gigantic proposal to feed starv 


ing Europe, one of the "officers of the iSind 
Army, speaking of this year's crying need for 
more helpers, pointed out that the Food Ad- 
ministration has pledged 22.000.000 tons of food 
to Europe this year. "This," he said, "Is almost

double the amount of last yenr. and. 
if America is to keop her pledge, nn 
increase In the labor supply will be 
imperative." 


In callinc; for a reserve army of 


workers, officers of the Laud Army 
make It clear that the farmerettes 
will not supersede men, particularly 
returned soldiers, who dcslro such 
work, hut so far. they say. there has 
been noticeable an inclination on the 
part of many returned soldiers for 
other kinds of work, as this seasonal 
work done by the girls does-not ap- 
peal as strongly to them as work of 
a more permanent character.

• Kirchwey. director of the Federal 
Employment Bureau for New York 
State, said: "Judging by all sources 
of information, there will he such a 
great demand for farm help this 
summer that it will be necessary to 
employ both men and women In big" 
numbers to'cultivatc and harvest the hi 
we propose to raise." 


W*r has occasioned many now and strange 


changw in civilian life, but perhaps the most 
remarkable of these Is exemplified in the new 
"back to the farm movement" by the Women's 
Land Army, 


Last summer more than 1200 girls were 


employed in New York state, and more than 
800 tn New Jersey, There was a great army 
of volunteers in Massachusetts. In Ohio, Vir- 
ginia, 
Washington. 
Vermont, 
Connecticut, 


Rhode Island, Michigan. Mississippi, Missouri, 
New Hampshire, New Mexico and elsewhere 
this new labor army In overalls performed 
splendid service. About 60 per cent were col- 
lege women, 25 per cent professional women, 
11 per cent trade workers and 3 per cent, non- 
wage earners. 


Recently the Women's Land Army was taken

and the eager willingness of the young woman- 
hood of America will unite to make the year 
1919 a banner year on the farms.

silced or preserved fruit may be added 
to give the desired fruit flavor.

theso syrups are, naturally, less ex- 
pensive than maple syrup or even honey 
and produce a pleasant variety. 


Plain syrup can be made by dissolv- 


ing an equal quality, cup for cup, or 
hot water and sugar—either white or 
brown or maple sugar. As soon as the 
mixture begins to boil, skim carefully, 
then set aside- to cool before using. 


Spiced syrup can be made by adding 


any preferred spire—cinnamon or ginger 
or cloves, or a flavored syrup can quick- 
ly be made for puddings by adding al- 
mond, rose, vanlla or other liquid tla- 
vorines. 


ORANGE SYRUP. 


% cupful of orange juice. 
1 cupful of sugar. 
% orange rind. 
Boil the orange juice and the FI"*"

300,000 RHINE GIRLS 


It will be jsecessary to call upon the 


peace conference, perhaps even upon 
the League of Nations, to settle this 
matter of the entente cordlale between 
American soldiers and German girls. 
On the face of It we are inclined to think 
that it is a cruel and unusual punish- 
ment to forbid any soldier to talk to any 
Cirl. 
Soldiers always talk to girls. It 


is the military way, the way they have 
in-the army. 


At the present.time there are 300,000 


American soldiers In Germany Keeping 
watch on the Rhine, and also on the 
Rhine maidens. 
"We may assume that 


there are 300,000 Rhine maidens keep- 
ing watch on the American soldiers. We 
have observed a disposition of nature 
to maintain a certain 
equilibrium in 


such matters. 
Now the American sol- 


diers were forbidden to fraternize with 
the German girls, but it seems that we 
must have a definition of terms. What 
is fraternization? 
To fraternize, strict- 


ly speaking, is to cultivate the relations 
of a brother, and the American soldier, 
caught in flagrante delicto, denied that 
there was anything brotherly in his at- 
titude toward the German girl. 
Quite 


the contrary. 
Brotherly was 
by r.o 


means the terra that he would employ. 
The_ officers, on the other hand, hold 
that any kind of communication or con- 
versation is fraternization, and the of- 
ficers invariably get the best of the argu- 
ment. 
The curious part of the thing is 


that the French, who are stationed at 
Mayence. do not consider that conver- 
sation is fraternization. 
They allow 


their soldiers to commune with the Ger- 
man girls freely, and on the remarkable 


theory that no man in his senses would 
talk about any serious matter, any inat_ 
ter subversive to loyalty, with a girl. A 
French official explains the matter to 
the correspondent o£ the New 
York 


Times. 
He stirs: "Talking to ;t Ger- 


man girl is like drinking a bottle of 
German wine, and drinking a bottle of 
German wine is not fraternization." As 
a result we find that all the German 
girls at Mayence may talk to soldiers as 
much as they please, but the German 
girls at Coblenz must hold their tongues 
when soldiers are around. 
They may 


be seen, but not heard.

look back with equally vivid memor- 
ies, for it introduced me. a student 
of mankind and of primitive men 
especially, -to a people of a. bygone 
age. 
Mark 
Twain's 
Connecticut 


Yankee went to sleep in the nine- 
teenth century and woke up in King 
Arthur's time among knights who 
rode in clinking mail to the rescue 
of fair ladies; we, without going to 
sleep at all, had walked out of tho 
twentieth century into the country 
of the intellectual and cultural con- 


N 
temporanes of a far earlier age than 
King Arthur's. 
These 
were not 
such, men as 


Caesar found in Gaul or in Britain. 
They were more nearly like the still 
earlier hunting tnbes of Britain and 
of Gaul—living contemporaneous to, 
.but oblivious of, the building of th& 
first pyramid in Egypt Their exist- 
ence on the same continent with our 
populous cities was an anachronism 
of 10,000 years in intelligence and 
material development. They gath- 
ered their food with the weapons of 
the men_ of the Stone Age, they 
thought 
their 
simple, 
primitive 


thoughts and lived their insecure and 
tense lives—lives that w ere to me 
the mirrors of the lives of our far 
ancestors whose bones and crude 
handiwork we now and then dis- 
cover in river gravels or in prehis- 
toric caves. 


Such archaeological remains found 


in various parts of the -world of the 
men who antedated the knowledge 
of the smelting of metals, tell a fas- 
cinating story to him whose scien- 
tific imagination can piece it to- 
gether and fill in the wide gaps. Far 
better than such dreaming was my 
presemt opportunity. I had nothing 
to imagine. 1 had merely to look 
and listen; for here -were not re- 
mains of the Stone Age, but the 
Stone Age itself, men and "Women, 
•very human, entirely friendly, who 
welcomed us to their homes and 
bade us stay. 


LIVING AS ONE OF THEM. 
Their dialect differed 
so 
little 


from the Mackenzie River speech 
which I had acquired in three years 
of living with the western Eskimo 
that we could make ourselves un- 
derstood from the first. 
It cannot 


have happened often in the history 


y-of the world that the first white 
1 man to visit a primitive people was 


one who spoke their language. My 
opportunities were therefore 
un- 


usual. 


Long- before the year was over I 


wa& destined 
to become 
one " ot 


them, and even from the first hour 
we were able to converse sympa- 
thetically on subjects of common 
concern. Nothing that I have to tell 
from the Arctic is of greater in- 
trinsic interest or more likely to be 
considered a contribution to knowl- 
edge than the story of our first day 
with 
these people who had 
not 


(either they or their anestors; seen 
a white man until they saw me. 


Like 
our distant ancestors, no 


doubt, these people fear most of all 
things the evil spirits that are likely 
to appear to (hern at any time In 
any tcuise; and next to that they 
fear strangers;. 
Our first meeting 


— 
had been a bit doubtful through our 
being mistaken for spirits, but now 
they had felt of us and talked with 
us, and knew v,o were but com- 


^ 
mon men. 
Strangers we were, it is 


true, but WP were only three among 
forty of them, and therefore were 
not to be feared 
Besides they told 


us,''they knew we could harbor no 
guile from the freedom and frank- 
ness with which we came among 
them; for, they said, a man who 
plots treachery never turns hla back 
to those whom he intends to stab 
from behind. 
THEIR KlNi>t/Y UOSPITAUTr. 


Before 
the snow-house, 
which 


they started to build for us imme- 
diately on our arrival, -was quite 
ready for our occupancy, children 
camo running to announce 
that 


their mothers had dinner ready. The 
houscse were so small that it was 
not convenient to invite all three of 
us into the same one to cat; be- 
fcides, it was not etiquette to do so. 
as we learned later. 
Each of iis 


was, therefore, taken to a different 
place. My host was the seal hunter 
whom we had first approached on 
the ice. 
His house would, he said, 


be a fitting one in which to offer 
me my first meal among them, for 
hlb wife had been born farther west 
on the mainland coast than any ons 
else in their -ullage, and it was even 
t>aid that her ancestors had not be- 
longed originally to their people, but 
were immigrants fiom the westward. 
She would, therefore, like to ask, me 
questions. 
It turned out, htrwever, that his 


wife -was not a talkative person, but 
motherly, 
kindly, 
and hospitable, 


like all her countrywomen. 
Her 


first questions were not of the land 
from which I came, but of my foot- 
gear. Weren't my feet just a little 
damp, and might she not pull my 
boots off for me and dry them over 
the lamp? Would I not put on a 
pair of her husband's dry socks, and 
was there no litt'e hole in my mit- 
tens or coat that she could mend 
for me? 
She ha<l boiled some seal 


meat for me, but'she had not boiled 
any 
fat, 
for she did 
not know 


whether I preferred the 
blubber 


boiled or raw. They always cut it in 
small pieces and ate it ra~w them- 
selves; but the pot still hung over 
the lamp, and anything she put into 
it would be cooked In a moment 


When I told her that lay tastes 


quite coincided with theirs—as, in 
fact, they did—she was delighted. 
People were much alike, then, after 
all, though they came from a great 
distance. 
She would, 
accordingly, 


treat me exactly as if I were one of 
their own people come to visit them 
from afar—and, in fact, I was one 
of their own people, for she had 
heard that the wicked Indians to 
the south spoke a language no man 
could understand, and I spoke with- 
but a slight favor of strangeness. 


SHARING THE FEAST. 


The boiled pieces of seal meat had 


been taken out of the pot and lay

joint of a seal's fore-leg, squeezed it 
between her hands to make sure 
nothing should drip from, it, and 
handed it to me, along with her own 
copper-bladed knife.

The little adopted daugh- 
ter of the house, a girl of 7 or 8,

I thought that the pieces 


were a good deal smaller than our 
portions and that the 
recipients 


would not get quite a square meal; 
but I learned alter that every house 
in which any cooking was done had 
likewise sent four portions, so that 
the aggregate must have been a 
Kood deal more than the recipients 
could eat at one time. 


During our meal presents of food 


were also brought us from other 
houses. 
Each housewife apparently 


knew exactly what the others had 
put in their pots, and whoever had 
anything a little bit different would

space to the ripht of the door as 
one enters>; the dam^ and cooking 
gear and frames for urylnpr clothing 
over the lamp took up all the space 
to the left of the door 


In the horseshoe-shaped, three- 


foot-high doorway stood the host's 
three dogs, 
side 
by side, Tvaitinnr. 


Whoever finished a bone would toss 
it to a dog. who retired with it to 
the alleyway and returned--to his 
position again as soon as lie had 
consumed it. When the meal was_ 
over they all went away unbidden," 
to curl up and sleep in the alley- 
way or out-of-doors. 


MEAT AX15 BTjOOD-SOCP. 


Our meals was of two courses, the 


first, meat; the second, soup. The 
soup is made by pouring- cold seal 
blood into the boiling broth imme- 
diately after the cooked meat has 
been taken out of the plot, and stir- 
ring briskly until the whole comos 
nearly (but never Quite) to a boil. 
This makes a soup of a thickness 
comparable 
to our English 
pea- 


soups, but if the pot be allowed to 
come 
to 
a 
boil the blood win 


coagulate and settle to tho bottom. 
When the pot lacks a few degrees 
of boiling-, the lamp above which it 
is swung is extinguished and a few 
handfuls of snow are stirrod Into the 
soup to bring it to a tempcratur* 
at -which it can be drunk freely. 
"With a small dipper the housewife 
fills large musk-ox-horn drinking 
cups and assigns one to each per- 
son. If short of cupp, two or more 
share one cup. or a cup may be re- 
filled and passed to another 


After I had eaten nr f.ll of fresh 


seal meat and drunk two pint cnp- 
fuls of blood-soup, mv host and I 
moved back on the bed-Pl-Uform, 
where we 
could sit 
comfortably. 


Propped'up against bunclK.s of poft 
caribou skins, while v-e talked. 
IIo 


and hi.9 wife asked but fei\ rjnes- 
tions, and only such as could not be 
considered intrusive, cither acc'ird- 
ing to their standards, as I learned 
them lator, or according to ours. 
They understood perfectly, they <Mid, 
why we had left the woman of our 
party behind when wf came upon 
their trail, for it is always safest to 
assume that strangers are going to 
prove hostile; but now that wo knew 
them to be harmless and friendly, 
would vve not allow them to send a 
Hied In the morning to bring- her to 
the village? They had often heard 
that their ancpstoYs used to come in 
contact with people to the west, and 
now It was their good fortune to 
have with them some men from tho 
west, and they would like to see a 
western woman, too 


TALES OV OTIIKn TRIBES. 
It must be a very ion? way to tho 


land from which wo came; were wo 
not satiated with traveling, and did 
we not think of spending the sum- 


readiness. I had only to give them 
a hint as to what interested me 
and they put all their information 
on that subject at my disposal; but 
on thoir own part they showed the 
gieatost 
delicacy In asking ques- 


tions. 
Were they not Interested, I 


asked 
them, to know why I hafl 


come and where I was going? Yes, 
they were interested, but they knew 
that if I wanted them to know I 
would tell them. 
Asking 
many 


questions of strangers was not their 
custom, but they considered that I 
asked many because that was no 
doubt the manner of my people. It 
was to be expected that men coming 
from so great a distance would have 
customs different from theirs; and 
as for them, 
they were glad to 


answer m}- questions, and I would 
have to stay many days before they 
got tired of doing whatever they 
could to show they were glad I had 
come. 


After the meal was finished wo 


sat and talked perhaps an hour, un- 
til a messeng-er came (It wag always 
tho children who carried messages) 
to say that my companions had gone 
to the house that had been built for 
us, and that tho people hoped I 
%\ould come there, too, for it was a 
big house, and many could sit In 
there at once and talk with us. On 
arriving 
home I found that, al- 


though over half the village were 
already there, still we had plenty 
of room for tho four or five who 
had come along with me. 


The floor of the inner half of the 


liouso had been raised into the usual 
two-foot-high 
snow 
sleeping-plat- 


form, 
covered 
with 
skins, partly 


ours and partly contributed by va- 
rious households. 
A seal-oil lamp 


for heating and lighting had been 
installed. 
It 
wa& a 
cosy -place, 


heated by tho lamp to a tempera- 
ture of GO degrees Fahr. in spite of 
the fact that it was well ventilated 
by a door that was never closed day 
ocniKht, and a holo in the roof that 
was always open. On the bed-plat- 
form there was room for twelve or 
fifteen P( nions to sit Turkish fash- 
ion, and on the floor in front an- 
other fifteen could easily stand. 


THKIH TOWKRPUIy MAOIC. 
Although the house was full of 


g-uchUi at my home-coming, they 
merely stajed a few minutes, for 
some one suggested that we were 
no doubt tired and sleepy and would 
like to be left alone. In the morn- 
ing, 
they 
.said, we should 
have 


plenty of time for talking. 
When 


they were all gone, however, we did 
not go to sleep, but sat up fully 
half the night discussing (he strange 
things we had seen. 


My 
Eskimo 
were 
considerably 


more excited over it all than I. 
It 


was, they said, as if we were living 
"through a story .such as the old men 
tell in the assembly-house when the 
pun la away In winter. What kindly, 
inoffensive-looking: 
people 
these 


were' 
But no doubt 
they were 


powerful and dangerous magicians 
such a« the stories tell about and 
such 
as my companions' 
fathers 


Still, of course, they did not really 


regret the loss of the old knowledge 
and power, for d'd .they not have 
the inestimable prospect of salva- 
tion which had been denied their 
forefathers through the unfortunate 
lateness of the coming of mission- 
aries? 
It was mere short-sighted- 


ness to regret having 
renounced 


the miraculous ability to cure dia- 
ease, for Gorl knows best when one 
should die, and to whom who prays 
faithfully and never works on Sun- 
day, death Is but the entrance to a 
happier life. 


EARIA* MOR.NING VISITORS. 
We did not know, next morning 


when we woke and began to stir 
within doors, that come one had 
been for a long time listening out- 
side, waiting for signs of our being 
awake. From familiarity with ther 
customs I now know that it was a 
signal from him that brought us 
our earliest visitor, tho hunter whom 
we had first encountered 
He ap- 


proached slowly, singing at the top 
of his voice that we might have 
ample warning. 
When he reached 


the outer door of our twenty-foot 
alleyway, he stopped and announced 
"I am So-and-so; my intentions are 
friendly; have no knife. May I come 
in?" 
This was the invariable for- 


mula in our case. 
Among them- 


selves they would merely announce 
as they were about to 'enter a house 
"I am So-and-so; I am coming in." 


The talk that morning turned on 


various things. 
Who were their 


neighbors to the east and to the 
north? Had they ever come in con- 
tact with the Indians to the south? 
Had they any knowledge of white 
men 
visiting their 
country? 
(I 


considered it possible, though not 
likely, that some sun-Ivors of Frank- 
lin's luckless ships, wrecked more 
than half a century ago near tha 
east coast of Victoria island, might 
have lived for a time among these 
people.) 


An ethnologist must ask 
many 


questions, and important ones, at 
times. Their admirable good breed- 
ing 
made 
me feel more 
nearly 


ashamed of my calling than I had 
ever been before; but they answered 
with greatest good humor. 
They 


had never seen white men. although 
they had heard about them ths 
things they had told me last night. 
The Indians they had never seen, 
but they had seen traces of them oh 
the mainland to the south where 
the musk-oxen arc, and they knew 
by hearsay from the Coppermine 
River Eskimo that tho Indiana are 
a treacherous, bloodthirsty people, 
wicked, and great magicians—no 
greater magicians, it was said, than 
the white men. but more prone to 
use their power for evil purposes. 
To the east lived various Eskimo 
tribes (of whom they named over a 
do7en), all friendly. North, on Vic- 
toria island, lived two trives, their 
nearest neighbors and best friends. 


IS CONSIDERED AS ESKIMO. 
And what did they think of me— 


to what people did they suppose I 
belonged Oh. but they did not have 
to guess; they knew; for Tannau- 
mlrk had told them he belonged to 
the Kupagimut, of whom they had 
heard 
many 
stories 
from 
their 


fathers, and my accent made it 
plan I belonged to the Kupagmiut 
also, and not to that more distant 
people to whom 
my 
other com- 


panions, Natkusiak. belonged, whose 
language was more strange ihan 
ours, and of whom they had never 


them the weapons 
and 
methods 


used by us>. 
Half a dozen men at 


once sent for their bows, and a block 
of snow was set up as a target in 
front of our house. 
It turned out 


that a target a foot square could bo 
hit with fair 
regularity at about 


thirty or thrlty-fivo yards, while tho 
ranfre at which caribou are ordi- 
narily shot was shown to bo about 
seventy-five yards. 


AVhen the exhibition was over, I 


set up a stick at about 200 yards 
and 
fired at it 
The people who 


stood around had no idea as to the 
character of tho thing 1 was about 
to do, and at the loud repoit all the 
women and children scrambled for 
the,thouSes, while the men ran back 
fifteen or twenty yards and stood 
talking together excitedly behind a. 
snow wall. I asked them to go with 
me to the stick and see what had 
happened to it. After some persuas- 
ion three of them compiled, but un- 
fortunately for me I had failed to 
score. At-thig they seemed much re- 
lieved, but when I told them r uoulcl 
try again they protested earnestly, 
saying that so loud a noi.se would 
scaro all the seals away from their 
hunting grounds, 
and tho people 


would therefore starve. 


CONSIDER KIFkE AS MAGIC. 
It seemed imperative, however, to 


show them I could keep my word 
and perforate tho stick at 200 yards 
and In spito of their protests 1 got 
ready to shoot again, assuring them 
that we used these weapons in the 
west for seal-hunting, and that the 
noise was found not to scare tho 
seals away. 
Tho second shot hap- 


pened to hit, but on the whole tho 
mark of the bullet on tho stick Im- 
pressed thorn far less than the noise. 
In fact, they did not seem to marvel 
at all. 
When I explained that 1 


could kill a polar bear or a caribou 
at even twice the distance, they ex- 
hibited no surprise, but asked me If 
with my rifle I could kill a. caribou 
on the other side of a mountain. 
When I said that I could not, they 
told me a great shaman in a neigh- 
boring tribe had a magir arrow by 
which he could kill caribou on the 
other side of no matter how big a 
mountain. In other words, much to 
my surprise, they considered the 
performance of' my rifle nothing 
wonderful. 


I understand 
the point of view 


better now than I did then. 
It is 


simply this: 
If you were to show 


an Eskimo a bow that In the or- 
dinary way could shoot fifty yards 
farther than any bow he ever saw, 
he would never cease marveling, and 
ho would tell of that bow as long 
UK he lived. Ho would understand 
exactly the principle on which it 
works, would judge it by the stand- 
ards of the natural, and would find 
it to excel marvelously. 
But show 


him the work of the rifle, which he 
does not In the least understand, 
and ho is face t'o face with a miracle. 
He judges it by the standards of the 
supernatural 
Instead 
of 
by 
tho 


standards of the natural; he com- 
pares 
it 
-with 
other 
miraculous 


tilings of which ho has heard and 
%vhich he may even think he haa 
himself seen, and he finds It not at 
all beyond the average of miracles; 
for tho \vondcrs of our science and 
the wildest tales of our own myth- 
ologies 
pale 
beside 
the 
marvels 


which tho Eskimo suppose to be 
happenings all around them every 
day at the behest of thoir magicians. 


The Eskimo's refusal to bo aston- 


J 
: 


iohod bv the killing at a great dis- 
tance of caribou or a bear by a rifle 
bullet whose flight wns-unerrmg and 
invisible, was not an isolated case. 
When I showed them my binoculars 
that made far-away 
thiiiKS seem 


near' and clear they were of course 
interested. 
When I looked eouth or 


cast and saw bands of caribou that 
were to them 
invisible, they aP- 


plaudod. Then followed the eugges- 
tion: "Now that you ha\e looked 
for the caribou that arc here today 
and found them, will you not also 
look for tho caribou that are com- 
ing tomorrow, so that we can tell 
where to Ho in ambush for them?" 
When they heard that my glasses 
coukl not sco into the, future, they 
were disappointed and the reverse 
of ^ell-lnlprci.&ecl with my powers, 
for they knew that their own medi- 
cine-men 
had charms 
and magic 


that enabled them to see things that 
the morrow was to bring forth. 


Another time, in 
describing 
to 


thorn the hUill of our surgeons, I 
to!d tU.it they could put a man to 
klrep and while he slept take out a 
section of his intestines or one of his 
Kidneys, and the man when he woke 
up v. uuld not even know what had 
been done to him, except as he was 
told and as he could see the sewed- 
up opening through which the part 
had been 
removed. 
Our doctors 


could even transplant tho organs of ' 
one m:>n Into the body or another. 
These tilings I had actually never 
seen done, I .said, but that they were , 
done 
\\ris a 
matter of commofa 


KmmlcOgc in my country. 


THKIll MAGIC EQUALS ANY. 
It was similar in their country, 


one of my listeneis told me. 
He 


luia a friend who suffered continu- 
ally from backache until a great 
medicine-man, 
while 
the 
patient 


.slept, removed 
the 
entire 
spinal 


column which had become diseased, 
and replaced it with a complete new 
bet ot vertebrae, and—what was 
most wonderful—there was not a 
.scratch on the patient's skin to show 
that the exchange had been made. 
This thing the narrator had not seen 
done, but the truth of it was a mat- 
ter of common knowledge among 
his people, 


Anolhir man had had his dis- 


eased heart replaced 
with a new 


and sound one. In other words, tho 
Ksltimo believed as, thoroughly as I 
in the (null of what he told. Neither 
of us hail seen the things actually 
done, hut that they, were done was 
a matter of common belief among 
our respective countrymen; and the 
tilings he told of his medicine-men 
were 
more 
marvelous than 
the 


things I could tell of mine. 


In fact, I had to admit that the 


transplanting of spinal columns and 
hearts was beyond the skill of my 
countrjmen. and as they had the 
good breeding not openly to doubt 
anj of my .stories, it would have 
been ill-mannered of me to ques- 
tion 
theirs. 
Besides, 
questioning- 


them would have done no good. 
I 


could not have changed by an iota 
thoir rock-founded 
fuith in th'eir . 


niodicme-rnen and spirit-compelling 
charms 
In spite of any arguments 


I could have put forth, the net re- 
sult would have been just what it 
wa.s, anyway—that they considered 
they had learned from my own lips 
that*in point of skill our doctors are 
not the eoiunls of theirs. 


I.V A SNOW DAXCE IIATJ, 


It was near noon of our first day 


when .someone asked me If there 
were not boino way in which tho 
western people celebrated the com- 
ing of visitors. I replied that usually 
all the village gathered in a great 
dance. 
That was just their way, 


my hosts told me, and, seeing that 
our eii.stoins coincided, they would 
make a dance-hou.se, a.s larg-e as if 
two largo tribe« had met to trade-. 
We should see how they danced, and 
possibly we might dance for them, 
too 
}!y mid-afternoon the dance- 


house was up, a snow dome nine * 
feet high, large enough to accom- „ 
modate forty people standing in a - 
circle around a five-foot open spaco ,- 
in the center for the dancers. 


The conditions of 
life- had 
for 


many years been hard in the tribe, I ' 
was told, and while their ancestors 
had danced often and had had many 
drums (tho only musical instrument 
of the Eskimo), they themselves had 
of late years duneed but seldom, and - 
there was only one drum left among- 
them. It was a sunshiny, warm day. 
and while tho men were building the 
dance-house someone fetched 
the 


drum, and a young woman sang for 
us 
to 
its 
accompaniment. 
She 


handled it liko a tambourine, and 
played it in a manner entirely dif- 
fetent from that of the western Es-- 
klnio. 
The songs were different, 


too. and they sang- them charmingly. 


One 
song 
had a rhythm re- 


?emb!Ing that of tho ancient Norse 
scaldic poems. 
The girl who sang" 


it was herself very fair for an Es- 
kimo, and had the long, slim fingers 
I have seen only among half-blood* 
in Alaska. 
It was here I g-ot the 


first dcfin.ite suggestion that the 
blond traits which were observable 
in this tribe (though not to such a 
degree as among other tribes later 
•visited) might have some 
direct 


connection with the lost Scandina- * 
vlan colonists of Greenland. 


The dance, which began as soon 


as the dance-house was1 built, con- 
tinued the rest of the afternoon. 
None of the1 dances were identical 
with any known to my companions 
from Alaska or tlr\> Mackenzie, but 
there was a general similarity. The 
performers differed in some cases"" 
markedly among themselves; thosa 
especially whose ancestors were said - 
to have come 
from the mainland 


eoast to the west differed strongly 
from the rest. 
Many dances were 


performed without moving tho feet 
at all, but by swaging the body and 
gesticulating with the arms. In some 
cases the performer sang, recited, or 
uttered a series of exclamations, in 
others he was silent; but all dances 
were Jofie to the accompaniment of 
the singing of all those present, who 
knew the song appropriate to each 
dance. 
Some dances known to in- 


dividuals could not be shown be- 
cause no one could sing: the accom- 
paniment. 


At this tlm* of the year (the mid- 


dle of May) there was no darkness 
at midnight. Nevertheless the peo- 
ple lived with fair regularity, and 
our dance ended about 8 o'clock in 
the evening when the women an- 
nounced-supper. 
After it wo talked 


for a1 while, and then ^all walked 
home with mo where about half the 
village was gathered as before. They 
stayed only a short while, and by 11 
o'clock the last visitor had wished 
us a friendly good-night.

There are over six thousand cards lifte 
this in the fi'eb of the oflii'e of th« 
Famous Players studio at 
Fifty-sixth 
street, New 1'ork, on each one of which 
statistics concerning- \ jrious players 
have been entered. 
With each card 
there are placed a few photographs ot 
the person in Question, one of which 
shows a straight nose, the others ex- 
hibiting the party of the fust p.irt under 
the influence of make-up, as it were. 
This was the firbt discovery made in 


the search for the system which lies 
behind the remarkable ability of motion 
picture producers to choose almost in- 
fallibly the correct type of plajer to fit 
any given role. If the producer simply 
happened 
to 
have 
made 
fortunate 


choices for one picture, one would be 
apt to regard it as a mere stroke of 
good fortune, but where such an or- 
ganization as the Famous Players main- 
tains the same standard for years, 
though there may be five or six indi- 
vidual companies headed by the various 
stars all operating at the same time, it 
becomes apparent that there is a dis- 
tinct system behind it all. 


f 
In the case of this particular con- 


cern tho responsibility for "suiting the 
actor to the deed" belongs to Hugh 
Ford, director general in the cabt of 
Paramount, Artcraft pictures, and Al- 
•bort E. Davies, casting director at the 
studio. 
"First of all, please emphasize the 
fact that there are over six thousand of 
those filled-out cards in my file," said 
the casting director. 
"I would like to 
have that information emblazoned 
in 


letters two feet high across the front of 
the studio. It might save me many a 
painful interview with men and women, 
ranging in age from ninety to nine, who 
see in their own mirrors the faces that 
all the world Is longing to see. 


"I would like to throttle the men who 
advertise that they can make movie 
stars out of grocery clerks and that it 
is only a matter of a few days of study 
on the mere details of cavorting before 
the screen—and then the student is 
ready to cause Mary Pickford, llar- 
guente .Clark, Pauline Frederick and a 
host of. other stars to tremble in their 
respective shoes 
The worst of it is 
that thousands of weak-minded people 
believe that sort of thing 


"As for that card index of mine, 1 do 


not believe that it represents more than 
a tentli of the people who have applied 
within the last two years. 
We never 


bother to make out a card for anyone 
•\vho does not appeal to us as pobsessing 
'some unusual talent. The vast major- 
ity of those who apply to us have noth- 
ing but colossal egotism behind their 
claims to consideration. 


"In addition to the card file, we also 


have a complete set of still pictures for 
every photoplay that has ever been pro- 
duced by us. together with a cast of 
characters 
When we want a particular^ 


type, we frequently refer to tliehe pic- 
tures and rngase the person who piajed 
a similar character or one who showed 
exceptional charactcr_ ability in .some 
previous production. By means of the 
cards and the pictures \ve relieve our- 
felves of the 
necessity of depending 


tipon the memory of individuals when it 
comes to picking the proper persons for 
«.ny given cast. 


"I imagine that many players would 


be very grieved if they were to bee the 
'typo'- which is marked opposite their 
particular names. 
For instance, such 


Rehearsals 
Often- 


Far Too Strenuous 


There are certain rehearsals that are 


physically unwelcome to screen per- 
formers. 
For instance, no one would 


expect a tcrcen star to rehearse 
a 


scene that required him to enter a blaz- 
ing structure. Pat O'Mallej comes for- 
ward with a plaint that his director 
Insists too strongly an rehearsing scenes 
In his eternal itnv ing for perfection. 


The comment issued from O'Mallev 


following the "shooting" of the episode 
In which he is buried alive by the or- 
ders of the villain. 
"They n ere shoveling earth over me. ' 


explains O'Malley, "when

"When each new script is accepted 


and assigned to a director and star, the 
next problem is to gather the cast for 
the other parts \which are called for. 
Of course, the principal parts are more 
easily filled for there is generally some 
striking personality or some especially 
well known player who instantly springs 
to mind as one reads the script. Bav- 
ins gone over the script and conferred 
viith the director as to the advisability 
of engaging these players, it is then a 
matter of consulting the files and the 
still pictures and of choosing the lesser 
characters from among them. 


"Of course, there are times when a 


specialist Is required for some parts 
and then we may have to go outside ot 
our regular routine to secure him, ,It 
is part of our business to know exactly 
where such persons can be found. We 
have hired dancers, tumblers, clowns, 
almost every known species of animal; 
in fact, everything that moves. 
If an 


inanimate object is required, then It 
falls within, the province of the chief 
property man to supply it. 


"On my wall you will find a chart 


covering the daily schedule of every 
company which is at work, telling just 
where they are, what they art going to 
do, and who is included in the company 
for that day. 
That is all part of the 


intricate system by which we collect 
our players and then, having gathered " 
them together, determine where they 
are and what they are doing." 


Education 
Essential to 
Film Success 


"For those who scoff and say th«re i» 


no culture among the players of the 
studios, there is but one answer," says 
J. P. McGowoy, the serial producer. 
"There is hardly a photoplay st»r of 
any prominence In the world today who 
is not well educated, not to Bay bril- 
liantly so. 
Many of them are 
pos- 


sessed of college degrees. 


"Consider the case of Alfred Allen, 


a member of my serial company. Allen 
was Morgan In 'Hell Morgan's Girl,' 
and many other succes««s. 


"Allen, 
who is now appearing in 


"The Red Glove,' Marie Walcamp's new 
serial vehicle under my direction, has 
three 
university, degrees—from 
Har- 


vard, Johns' Hopkins and Columbia. 


"He is an inventor ot note and well 


known as an author. Many of his ar- 
ticles on scientific subjects have beer, 
published In the Scientific American. He 
Is noted even in the Los Angeles actors' 
colony for his scholarly distinction, hia 
knowledge of the world and meii rnd 
books. 


"His presence contributes to the Pbo- 


top!a>s in which he appears an at- 
mosphere of learning and or culture. 
And—he is really typical. 
No player 


who is not well educated, either as a 
product of college Or through his own 
efforts, can rise to any prominence in 
the domain- of Ihe cinema. 


""Alfred Allen, who is seen as/'Gentle- 
man Geoff," in the early episodes ol 
Marie Walcamp's new serial, "The Bed 
Glove," is not only a talonted actor and 
director, but is an author of parts. Of 
such caliber is his literary work that 
his name Is on tho honor role in "Who'a 
Who in America."

writers whose business It is to conceive 
plots, submit them for consideration, 
and if they are acceptable, to write 
them in "continuity" form.

staff of more than twenty experts who 
arc continually busy writing plots, build, 
ing continuity,

Jt has been acclaimed, then Harold 
Bindloss 
must 
have a veritable 


casket of said jewels for he is con- 
sistency to the 'nth degree when it 
comes to_ turning out stories that 


f continue their appeal to thousands 


of old readers and make new Bind- 
loss devotees of those who have 
chanced upon an Introduction into 
the circle. Bindloss does not resort 
to the "subtle nor to the sex appeal 
for his drawing power, but contents 
himself with telling a fine, upstand- 
ing tale of adventurous men and 
Vomen who win to fortune and love 
through the conquest of nature in 
rugged moods and in confounding 
the one who would throw gravel in 
the bearings. 


It has become so that a new book 


by Bindloss is warmly greeted, for 
while it is like greeting- an 
old 


friend, in a way, there is certain to 
be new characters and new manner 
of bringing a 
quickening of 
the 


blood and a tendency to hold the 
breath. Bindloss besides writing of 
the sort of men and women that 
most of the 
world knows earns 


blessings by not making then trans- 
cend 
the 
improbable 
either 
in 


thought or deed. More briefly, they 
are human beings with greater op- 
portunity for excitement that falls 
to the'lot of most 


In his latest story, "The Buccaneer 


Farmer," 
Bindloss 
has 
left 
the 


Canadian 
northwest 
and 
trans- 


planted himself into Northern Eng- 
land, where nature is more harsh 
than heroic as an enemy, and where 
the men and women use patience 
and resignation for the most part in- 
stead of rebellion. At the time the 
story opens he who becomes the 
huccaneer farmer is a young man 
just returned from an agriculture 
school to the farm that is owned by 
his- father and by their grand par- 
ents before them. 
Kit Askew's 


father, Peter, is one of the few 
farmers owning their own land in 
a country where most of the hold- 
ings are estates and^the worker a 
tenant 


Adjoining the Askew place, called 


Ashness, is Tarnside Hall, owned by 
the father of Grace Osborn. Osborn 
is reckless in his habits and the es- 
tate 
is 
greatly 
involved, 
partly 


through the machinations of an 
agent. 
Young Askew, shortly after 


he meets for the first time 
the 


daughter of Tarnside Hall, comes 
into the bad graces of her father by 
reason of having organized into re- 
bellion at their treatment by one 
who has valuable concessions on the 
estate most of the tenant farmers. 


There is some fine description of 


life in the north countryside and of 
the people who make their homes 
there. Kit falls in lovo with Grace, 
but feeling that he never would be 
accepted, takes advantage of an in- 
vitation from an uncle in America 
to go there. 
From 
the 
United 


States Kit is whirled into the thick 
of a revolution in Central America, 
for he finds that his uncle is a man 
of adventure and action, and always 
has been since leaving Ashness long 
before Kit was born. 


Kit and his uncle fail to be on the 


winning side in the revolution, but 
the uncle pays a debt and dies. Kit 
collects what he may from the wreck 
of their fortunes and returns to his 
home, word having come to him'in 
Central America that his father has 
died. 
It is after his return that 


there confronts Kit the crucial test 
of his career. It is a combat against 
caste more than against individual, 
but circumstances arise that make it 
possible to pro\e family not always 
the sine qua non of nobility anj Kit 
wins his battle.

SOLDIERS EAGER 
READERS OF BOOKS 


Now that the American armies 


are being demobilized, the Amer- 
ican Librarians' Association is con- 
sidering what shall be done with the 
3,500,000 books in the soldiers and 
sailors' libraries here and overseas. 
Various proposals have been under 
consideration, but the one which is 
getting the most support, it is said, 
is to give the books to towns ot 
the Southern states which have no 
libraries. The advocates of this pro- 
posal point out that the Northern 
cities and most of the Western cities 
are already well equipped with lib- 
raries, while this is not true of many 
towns of the South. 


When the armistice was signed in 


November the American Library As- 
sociation had a total of 2407 libraries 
and branches In operation in the 
United States and in France. 
Of 


these, forty-three were 
full-sized 


libraries in buildings of their own in 
the cantonments and large military 
reservations in the United States, 
with about 35,000 books in each; 
US were in hospitals; 
315 were 


smaller libraries in the smaller 
camps, and 40G were branches at 
naval stations or on ships. The asso- 
ciation had a personnel of 243 
librarians 
serving 
in 
the 
large 


libraries o>- in the largest of the 
branches. These books, it is said, 
should provide ten libraries of 150,- 
000 books for large towns and fifty 
libraries of 40,000 books each_ for 
the smallerj>Iaces. 


The librarians in tho camps, who 


are in daily touch with the men, 
say that the- library ih going to play 
a large part in the life of every 
community henceforth. The advan- 
tages which a library offera .ire now 
better known than ever before, they 
add, 
and they feel sure that the 


men who have served in the army 
and In the navy will not forget the 
library when they return to civil 
life. Thousands of men who never 
did any reading, they say, found 
book* necessary while in tho aerv-

So true is this, that when a 
writer dares break the convention to 
write of young Georjre as a strap- 
ping, red-faced youth, as a hard- 
hwearing man, perhaps, and as the 
Washington he probably was, we ex- 
perience a palpable shock. 
"Here 


is a man treading ground too sacred 
for the fountain pen and the type- 
writer," is the first thought and 
there are some who won't shake it 
off with any amount of reflection. 


This is not to say that 
Percy 


Mackayo in his "Washington, the 
Man Who Made Us," has done for 
the father of hib country in letters 
what Bernard did for the emanci- 
pator in stone.

Mackaje has succeeded in creating 
a sense of depth and inclusion which 
make the

droll humor, and has included pen 
portraits of Washington's contem- 
poraries. Hamilton, Tom Paine, Laf- 
ayette and others. 


By no single poetic speech, by no 


wealth of description and by no arti- 
ficial means, is Washington exalted 
in this play.

striking^iew philosophical study un- 
der the title of "Cultural Reality." 
The author, who is- lecture on Polish 
history and institutions in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, has already be- 
come widely known as a philosoph- 
ical writer in Poland, among1 his 
notable 
monographs 
being 
"The 


Problem of Values In Philosophy" 
and "The Significance of Evolution." 
Da Znaniecki thinks the present^ 
crisis has helped us to^see "that wo 
have permitted ourselves to, be 
blinded by the success of material 
science and 
technique and 
have 


failed to bring a consistent and 
critical intellectual attitude into tho 
domain 
of 
cultural science 
and 


practice." 
Accordingly he has at- 


tempted to formulate and justify a 
conception of reality which will bo 
more useful for social and historical 
sciences and more helpful for cul- 
tural progress than the view which 
has almost exclusively prevailed in 
the past. 


Of the many «plcs that projected 


themselves from Uie great epic of 
the war there is non« that bulked 
larger for a space in th« thoughts of 
the world than that rather intangible 
epic of Maria Botchkareva and her 
Battalion of Death, Horrors not 
necessitated by the demands of war 
became tangible i»the minds o£ per- 
sons who saw them and of those who 
read of them, but, even among those 
who fought, Maria Botchkareva was 
more or less of a legend, as were the 
women who fought under her com- ' 
mand. 


And even after tbe woman visited 


California the iSeaa concerning her 
were hazy sort of ideas, and to most 
she was considered, a woman who 


. had carried freaJsishnesa of desire 


farther than had her sisters. This 
was only natural, for of the many 
accounts that had been written of 
her none were based on exhaustive 
knowledge of the woman or ot the 
conditions that had governed her 
advent from a peasant no whit dif- 
ferent apparently than millions of 
others struggling through the murk 
6f Russian oppression and ignor- 
ance. 


Now. 
however, 
Maria 
Botch- 


kareva has told to the world the 
story of her life, from infancy to a 
few months ago when she arrived in 
San Francisco, virtually exiled by the 
Bolshevikl. at the hands of whom 
she escaped death only by the nar- 
rowest chance. The story was told 
In New York to Isaac Don Levine. 
author of the Russian Revolution, 
and whatever may be the decision of 
the reader, there is no gainsaying 
that the story constituted a docu- 
ment that will live as one of the 
great annals of the war in so far 
as the conduct of Russia in that 
conflict is concerned. 


As for the woman, there Is cer- 


tain to> be antagonistic opinions of 
her created by the story she has 
told. Some there are, no doubt, who 
will , find 
close analogy 
between 


Maria Botchkarova and Joan of Arc, 
but it will require tho romance 
created by time to place the Russian 
peasant woman on the same pedestal 
as'that occupied by the memory of 
tho French peasant woman. To those 
who recall their history of the United 
States the Russian may appear as a 
magnified Moll Pitcher, and search- 
ing the idealism that undoubtedly 
had been used, unconsciously may-, 
hap, by Levine, It would seem that 
this latter analogy is more to the 
truth. 


No where docs the story of Yashka. 


(the term of endearment by which 
Maria Botchkareva was known to 
the soldiers with whom she fought), 
indicate that 
the woman believed 


that she had any mission other than 
to do what -she qould as a fighting 
individual to aare her country from 
the Hun. 
In fact the chapter ia 


which she tells of her determination 
to enlist in the army Is entitled, "My 
Escape From 
Exilo and Yashka." 


She does say, however: 


"Day and night my imagination 


carried me to the fields of battle 
and my ears rang with the groans 
of my wounded brethren. My heart 
yearned to be there in tl^e boiling 
caldron of war. to be baptized In its 
fire and scorched in its larva. The 
spirit of sacrifice took possession of 
me. My country called me. And an 
Irresistible force from within pulled 
me." 


Many an American lad went to 


war impelled by the same urge. 


In the 'introduction to the story 


Levine says that Maria Botchkareva 
Is so illiterate as to make it impos- 
sible for her to writ* her autobiog- 
raphy even in the Russian language 
and that as she told it to him he 
set it down In English in longhand. 
Commenting 
on 
her remarkable 


memory he says that it took her 
more than 100 hours to tell 
the 


story that he has set down and had 
published under the title "Yashka, 
My Life as Peasant, Officer 
and 


Exile." 
The book Is divided into 


four 
parts, 
"Married." 
"Exile." 


"Revolution," Terror." 


There is given In the two last 


parts much that will be enlightening 
on the manner in which the Russian 
soldier took Into consideration the 
events that came fast upon the de- 
posing of the Czar and those close 
to him- 
At the time Yashka was 


at the front, and the attitude of her 
peasant countrymen infuriated her. 
She tells how they were swayed first 
one way and then another by the 
speeches for and against continuing 
the war. 
Also there is told much 


heretofore 
unpublished concerning 


the fraternizing that began shortly 
after Bolshevism gained ascendancy. 
Time and again Yashka's life waa 
saved only by the love borne her by 
those with whom she had shared 
trench life as a comm«n soldier and 
who knew her as a brave woman to 
whom many owed their rescue from 
a shell swept No Man's Land whore 
they lay wounded. For those acts 
of bravery she had been decorated 
more than once, and when those 
whom she urged to renew the fight- 
ing would have stamped 
her to 


death as they did many officers, her 
comrades of old came to her rescue. 


The book that tells of Yashka's 


childhood is one of sordid poverty. 
Born of a worthless drunken father 
and a patient hard-working mother 
tho girl's earlier memories are of 
begging 
bread, 
suffering beatings' 


and struggling through horrors of 
Btarration and brutality at the ha-nds 
of her father. 
Before she wag fif- 


teen sho had been made the vioUm

Hartley Burr Alexander, tho re- 


cently elected president of tho Amer- 
ican Philosophical 
Association, is 


tho author of "Liberty and Democ- 
racy," published hy t he Marshall 
Jones Company of Bohton. 
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of an unscrupulous lover, and shortly 
after fifteen she was married to a 
man as worthless and cruel as her 
father. 
In telling of her childhood 


sho says. 


"My feet w«ro bare. 
My. dress 


was all in rags. Nobody seemed to 
caro for me. I was all alone, with- 
out friends, and nobody knew the 
yearnings of my heart. 
I 
would 


drown myself, I thought 
Yes, I 


would run to the river and drown 
myself. Then I would go up, free of 
all pain, into the arms of God." 


In time, after having worked along 


side men as an asphalt paver, sho 
tired of tho abuse suffered from her 
husband Botchkareva, nntl ran away. 
She became foreman of an asphalt 
gang, but her husband searched her 
out and she sought to escape him by 
drowning, but was rescued. 
Rid- 


ding herself of the man, she made 
the acquaintance of Yaslt Buk, a 
student, and lived with him as com- 
mon law wife, without the going to 
tho trouble of getting a divorce. He 
was arrested for some political crime 
and sho followed him to a penal set- 
tlement far toward the Arctic circle 
In Northern 
Siberia. 
Here, 
she 


showed the mother heart that -was 
so large that her love for her coun- 
try seems to be that of a mother for 
a child, and for a time she lived in 
comparative 
happiness. 
In time, 


however, 
tho 
jealousy 
of 
Yaslt 


proved unbearable and it was then 
that she decided to go to the first 
place possible to enlist. This was 
her "escape,' 


It required a special permit from 


the czar before her efforts to bu- 
como a soldier were successful. 
In 


telling of her earlier experiences the 
story is baldly frank, and it speaks 
much for the men with whom sho 
was thrown as man to man, that 
her sex was soon forgotten and sho 
was treated only as a brave uncom- 
plaining comrade. 


It was after chaos had bogun to 


reign on tho Russian front that 
Yashka decided to organUe her bat- 
talion of women, prompted in tho 
determination by the belief that the 
example of the women who shock 
tho men into realization of the fate 
their country faced by reason of 
their refusal to fight 
That part of 


tire story dealing with the career of 
the battalion is more familiar to the 
world and probably has been told 
heretofore with greater 
fidelity to 


facts than has any other circum- 
stances surrounding this remarkable 
woman. 


When her girls are forced to flee 


to • save themselves from the wrath 
of the men soldiers, Yashka gives up 
the purpose that had been respon- 
sible for the battalion, and goes to 
Petrograd In hopes that she .can 
force those in the saddle. Kerensky 
and his advisers, to realize that the 
country Is lost unless they rcsunve 
some of tho old regime methods of 
dealing with the army 
Particular 


bitterness was felt by her at the de- 
cision to have everything governed 
by committees. So bluntly did sho 
talk that Kerensky 
threatened to 


have her shot. 


Lenino and Trotzky also became. 


angered 
and she barely escaped 


death at their command. 
Nothing 


has been written of the 
Russian 


revolution and the conditions that 
exist up to tho present that Is as 
enlightening as that which ia told as 
coming from thts lips of Maria,Botch- 
karova 


What will bo the outcome of her 


becoming Infused Into the life of 
Russia of today Is problematical. 
She is firm of purpose that the coun- 
try must be saved 
from Lenlne, 


Trotzky and every German menace, 
and she Is back there now endeavor- 
ing to accomplish something toward 
this end. 
As she bulked large re- 


cently, so, probably she will bull: 
large again, but whether soon or not 
until another generation contem- 
plates her influence, remains to be 
seen.—E. O. K.

Merton feels that the 
balloon has not drifted over land 
and refuses to leave the basket until 
some tlnve later, and then he lands 
on what turns out to be a small 
island off Scotland. His companion 
ntiver is heard from again and as 
Merton lands close to a beach be 
realizes that the other plunged into 
the sea.

Merton starts to look for a habita- 
tion. He believes that he is in Ger- 
many, not having found out that 
he is on an island, and when he 
comes upon a man clad in oilskins 
speaks 
to 
him In German. 
The 


other replies in the same language 
and then chides Merton for using 
that tongue in such circumstances. 
After a few questions on the man's 
part Merton realizes that he is be- 
ing subjected to the test of a sort 
of code and that he has not satis- 
fied his questioner. 
From then on 


the story moves swiftly.

by Jean Kendall, and. 


convinced that he ia not a German 
agent, uho confides that she also has 
suspicions that there Is an enemy to 
England on the island, and between 
them they finally solve the mystery 
and bring about tiro capture of the 
man who murdered the detective and 
achieved tho destruction of the ves-' 
sel.

Export in Autos to 


Undergo Big Change 
Great changes are to be expected in 


the exportation of automobiles and mo- 
tor trucks now that the \\ai- has ended, 
just as the war itself changed the whole 
complexion of our export trade. 


During the 'war the yearlj exports of 


passenger automobiles more than dou- 
bled over the pre-war annual exports,

fold to Japan, twelve fold to Mex- 
ico, nearly nine fold to Chile and 
Spain, six fold to Cuba and China, 
more than seven fold to Uruguay, 
more than quadrupled to the Dutch 
East Indies, and almost doubled to 
Argentina. 


Of the truck exports last year, on

was hardly any country in the world 
that did not lake more American 
trucks last year than four years ago.

it the top material must not .-pot "r 
stain easily, it must not fade reai3iiv 
nor become lusterlcss.

Of course It must shed wa:i-r.

•water-proofed duek, 
This latter ma- 


terial has many drawbacks and is not 
generally used today, because wo have 
found a number of other material;,- that 
serve the purpose better, without adding 
Kreatl yto the cost. 


Of the cloth top materials mnhn:r is 


perhaps the most popular. 
This cloth 


has a sort of lustrous surface and it 
sheds water very well. Tt has the dis- 
advantage of fading rather badly and 
absorbs grease and dust. Frequent fold- 
ing gradually wrinkles this material, and 
in 
some cases it iy, also 
subject tn 


shrinking. 
The latter condition is n. 


serious failing, because, it means thai 
the top is going to be pulled "til of 
shape, the curtains become too small 
to fit the fasteners that are intendi'i! 
to hold them in place and the result 
is not edifying. 


The leather top of other days is nut 


much used now, for the sinip'e reason 
that its cost is proliibilive. Also leath- 
er is not altogether adanatdc tn re- 
sisting the changes of temperature to 
which the top is subjected. Tiic leather 
loses its resilliency and tends to crack 
under the constant folding and creasing. 


NEW MATERIALS DEVELOPED 


"Within the past feu- years a number 


of materials have been developed, which 
have a smooth surface, which dirt anil 
dust cannot penetrate and which givase 
does 
not stair). 
These are the type 


commonly referred lo as imitation leath- 
er. 
They really partake mure of 
tlif? 


uature of oilcloth. 
They ure smooth - 


surfaced, 
glossy, 
with 
the surface 


graincd to resemble leathers of various 
sorts. There is rubber or a similar com- 
pound in their coating-, which maKc.s 
them waterproof. By the nature of their 
compounding- they are very flexible, .so 
that the creasing and folding necessary 
do not wear them out nor caui* them 
to crack as real leather does. 
Those 


v materials do not fade, so that it takes 


longer for them to become shabby. 


It is a good idea when the job of do- 


ing over th-s top is under way to have 
an envelope maide for housing the tori 
when it is d >wn. This will naturally be 
of the same material as the lop it- 
self, and Urn leather imitations spoken 
of before are particularly useful hero, 
as the top cover is certain to get more 
or less mud and grease on it. 


In 
case.s where, tin: top is of the 


"Springfield" type, that is to say. per- 
manent, it requires rofini.shing after a 
certain amount of service. just as the 
ordinary cape tops rto. This may be 
done in one of the leather imitations; 
in fact, it usually is. 


By the time a. tup has sot ten so shab- 


by that it needs doing over, tl.c. chances 
are that the upholstery of the car \vilj 
1>e in need of similar attentions. In the 
ease of the imita-ion leather tops it is 
possible to have the seats upholstered 
in exactly tiie same material and color 
as the top.

fornia Stats Automobile Association 
lias been notified by W. "W, Patch, 
division engineer of the California 
State 
Highway Commission. Los 


Angeles, that the Ridge Route will 
be 
closed 
indefinitely, beginning 


Monday, March 17. This is in order 
to pave eighteen miles of dirt road. 
Jn the meantime, motorists must 
use the Bouquet Canyon route from 
Bailey's to Elizabeth Lake, thence 
to Sausrus. This is a fair dirt road, 
26 miles longer than 
the 
Ridge 


Route, and skid chains will be ab-. 
solutely necessary ;n wet weather. 


When this eighteen miles of dirt 


road on the Ridge Route is

pleted, the valley line .from

Francisco to Los Angeles will be all 
highway with the exception of ten 
miles' of good oiled road between 
Hose station and Lebec.

Tiic manner in which the heavy lop: 


was hoisted on 10 Uio truck and trailer 
is imer'.'stins. The bis trees are first 
cut with axes to a depth of^bout four 
foet. and the l<al;*.nce of the cut is made 
by large saws. Hie tree falling toward 
tlie side wh"r- the cut by the axes was 
iimii?. 
So cflk-ient did the men en- 


S'afTed in the spruce production division 
become, that they were enabled to chop. 
saw. and 
fell these trees in about ">0 


minute.--. 


The tree that has been felled is then 


pulled over Ui.> ground by the aid of 
an inch and one-half cable operating 
from a donkey engine. It is interesting 
to note that the donkey engines used 
aro the largest made, being 11 by Kl- 
inch bore and stroke. These trees are 
dragged to a clearing on the 
road, 


where the motor truck awaits them. 
At this point they are sawed to proper 
sizes. 
The butt end is the, desirable 


part of Die tree. 
This log is then 


raised on the motor truck by the aid 
->r a hoisting donkey engine. 


The truck and trailer then transport 


this log over the planked road a dis- 
tance of approximately eleven miles to 
the Moquiam river. 
The log on the 


river bank ia then unloaded from the 
iruck by an aerial cable, operated by 
a donkey engine, and placed in the 
1-Ioquiani river, where ii is floated to 
the sawmills, 
a . distance 
of about 


eighteen miles. At this point the logs 
are sawed up for aeroplane propeller 
purposes. 


Rile;- advises that the trucks were 


operated at full speed all the time, so 
necessary was it to transport these loss 
and get out the spruce in record time. 
To make and keep up with the .schedule 
laid out, and to attain road speed the 
governors on the motors of Ike.trucks 
were removed. 
These trucks attained 


a speed of over 20 miles an hour when 
operating.

"The only mechanical damage to the j 


engine was a small hole in the- water 
jacket (which we plugged with a piece 
of wood) and a small leak in the pipe 
line to the oil gauge. 


"I am still using the ear. and it ox- 


cites considerable curiosity: everyone 
wants to know ju.st what became of the 
occupants when it happened. I am only 
too well pleased to tell them that I was 
not in it at the time."

I am building a gasoline automo- 


bile motor for my own use and have 
it almost finished, except the two-to- 
one gearing for the valve operating 
mechanism, concerning which I have 
run against a snag. Having been a 
pattern-maker for a number of years 
for a firm 
engaged in building 


heavy machinery, using gears with 
cast teeth, and which are always fig- 
ured out by the "circular pitch" 
method, laid out my two-to-one gear- 
ing in the same manner, and now 
find that the cutlers,. or rather sys- 
tem of cutting in general use, is 
what is known as the "diametral 
pitch" system, and that I will have 
• to pay for a fair of cutters to cut 
my gears, as the machine shops do- 
ing my work use nothing else. The 
pitch diameter of my gears are 1.91 
and 3.82 inches, respectively, with 
16 and 32 teeth of :,v.inch circular 
pitch.

causes gradual wear, and this must be 
compensated for by taking up the slack 
resulting. The slack may be taken up 
in two or three places. It is best first 
to find out where the wear has been 
greatest in the gears at the bottom of 
the post, in the ball joints or elsewhere. 
Grip the tire rod with the hand and try 
to move it back and forth to see if play 
exists. 
Do the same with the drag 


link or rod that connects the steering 
and with the front axle. A nut behind 
a spring is provided to adjust the ball 
joints. All that is necessary is to re- 
move a cotter pin, turn down the nut. 
insert the pin again and all is well. 1C

housed. Generally this takes the form 
of a serrated nut, held in place by a 
pin. The pin is removed with a screw- 
driver, the nut is turned slightly and 
the pin is put back.

PilM HOLDS KNUCKLE. 


Steering knuckles are held in place 


by a pin on which the knuckle turns, as 
we noted before. All these have bear- 
ings and most of them bearing bushings, 
although some 
have ball bearings. 


Lubrication is vitally necessary here or 
1 early failure of the part will result. As 


a, matter of fact the steering'knuckles 
should be lubricated every day to insure 
proper action. 


So much for tl.e steering system if-elf. 


but there me other considerations if 
good steering is to be insured. 
The 


front wheels must be accurately linked 
up or steering is hard, while tire wear 
is excessue. Almost srery car owner 
knows that the front wheels arc not 
perfectly straight. As a matter of fa^t, 
the tops of the wheels 
are further 


apart than tho bottoms. 
In addition,

gathered. The amounts of tilt and 
gather used vary with different cars. 
Usually the tilt and gather axe equal 
and are about % of an inch. 


When it is desired to check up wheel 


alignment the following is the proper 
method of procedure: Turn the steering 
wheel so that the front wheels are the 
same distance away from 
the frame.

The 
maintenance of a straight line fron» 
producer to consumer would go far 
in reducing food prices.

was forced. 
WAR'S AITFECT SHOWJf 
ON JFOOD COSTS. 


"It was not until the war came 


along that any effort -was made by 
the state authorities to set prices on 
milk, and after careful figuring a 
price of 31 cents a gallon was fixed 
as being the approximate 
cost of 


production. The distributor believed 
that he should have 36 cents a gal- 
lon. 


"In ray opinion the zoning system 


of deliveries would have reduced the 
coat of milk to the consumer, but 
(.be distributors could not be brought 
to agree with 
this 
system. The 


zoning- system would have done away 
with a^great deal of labor. Where, 
under 
present 
conditions, half a 


dozen drivers would go into the same 
block to deliver milk to half a dozen 
customers, this work -would all be 
done by one man, thus effecting a 
great saving.' 


"Three years ago I proposed that 


the milk business be taken over by 
the railroad commission and,consid- 
cred as a public utility, and today I 
am more convinced that this would 
go far in reducing the cost to the 
consumer. This would apply equal- 
ly to eggs and bread." 


J. W. Sayers testified that he went 


to the Associated Milk Producers on 
a deal whereby he proposed to use 
the bottling and delivery system of 
a certain brewery in tho milk busi- 
ness — this with a view of keeping 
together 
the 
organization of the 


Brewery after the arrival of prohibi- 
tion. He said he was refused a sup- 
ply of one to four thousand gallons 
of milk daily and charged that it 
was intimated 
that if he were a 


member of the 
association 
there 


would be no difficulty in obtaining 
almost any amount of milk, but 
he would be forced to pay the pre- 
vailing and fixed price of 31 cents a 
gallon and would be forced to sell 
the product at not less than 14 cents 
a quart. 


J. Machado, manager of the Asso- 


ciated Milk Producers, denied that he 
refused to sell Sayers or the concern 
he represented any amount of milk, 
but that a contract he had with an- 
other concern required that he skim 
all surplus milk and provide not less 
than a certain minimum of skimmed 
milk to this contractor each month. 


"Do you mean to say that it would 


be impossible for you to supply 'an 
extra 1000 gallons of milk per day 
in San Francisco if such a demand 
should arise?" asked a member of 
the committee of Machado. 


"No," replied Machado. 
"Then why could you not supply 


Sayers." 


"My contract would forbid it." 
A dozen more questions were put 


to Machado along similar lines, and 
the matter -was finally given up b> 
his questioner with the statement: 


"Well, what you have done is to 
have deliberately tied yourself ana 
your concern up in an agreement not 
to supply any more concerns who 
come into the San Francisco trade." 


"By no means;" finished Machado 


with a smile. "The contract forbids 
my doing it." 


Machado 
during his testimony 


made tho statement that more than 
twenty concerns recently had gone 
out of the milk producing business 
because they could not make money 
at 31 cents a gallon. The herds, he 
said, had been sold for beef. 


Miller, Oakland ice cream 


manufacturer, said he had been un- 
able to get any guarantee from Ala- 
meda county producing associations 
of a definite supply of milk. He 
stated that he made a million gallons 
of ice cream yearly and had large 
government contracts to meet, but 
because of being unable to get any 
agreement whatever with the pro- 
ducers his concern might- be put ou* 
of business over night He told the 
committee of recent troubles he had 
had with the distributing associa- 
tion in Oakland, charging that he 
had been harrassed in his business, 
making the charge that the Oakland 
distributors were antagonistic to his 
business. In a recent court investi- 
gation' of his troubles with the asso- 
ciations, he eaid, it was disclosed 
that his milk supply -had been di- 
verted at its source by the reason of 
members of the association paying 
higher and prohibitive prices. 
He 


further testified that on one 
slon as many as 25,000 of his milk 
bottles had been found in the yard 
of a junkman. The temporary loss 
of these bottles, he said, had greatly 
inconvenienced him in his business. 
Frank Robb, manager of the Mill- 
brae dairy, testified that tho cost of 
milk to tho 
consumer 
could toe 
greatly reduced by even greater com- 
bination "among. the producers arid 
dtotributora,.. . but -said that "ho '.--was 
opposed to .ihe aonJng- system Jn.thc' 
making of deliveries.

"My 
suggestion, which might be called a 
protection of the Monroe doctrine, 
was merely put forward as a sug- 
gestion and not a motion and it was 
not voted upon. 


"Each delegation carries this sug- 
gestion, back to its peace representa- 
tives in Pans and 1 am convinced 
that a majority of the League of 
Nations Union delegates favors it. 


"The proposal as advanced b\ me 


was for the consideration of article 
10 of the league covenant dealing 
•with aggressions. 
It was to the 


effect 
that if national 
differences 


arose on the continent of Europe 
which required the intervention of 
the other signatories of the covenant, 
the supreme council in the first in- 
stance should call upon the nations 
of Europe and if such differences 
arose between 
two American re- 


publics the council should call upon 
the other American republics in the 
first instance. 


"It would tre the same for every 


continent provided the nations of 
that 
continent 
were 
adequately 


equipped to handle the situation. 


"I repeat that this suggestion was 


not in the form of a. motion and was 
not acted upon. 
But it represents 


my view of what naturally would be 
the procedure under the covenant in 
such circumstances as I have 
out- 
lined. 


"If there occurred a quarrel be- 


tween two small European states for 
instance, and the supreme council 
decided that armed intervention was 
necessary, it certainly would haic 
no need to call upon America. 
The 


reverse of this situation .13 affects 
America also would hold true. 


"If some such arrangement is in- 


corporated in the final-draft COT. en- 
ant it is my belief that to withhold 
support on the score of the Monroe 
doctrine would endanger it."

The application of Paul von Eckiardt for safe

' b;. him, as indeed was Mexico's truculent attitude 


during all the time that Germany was actively 
prosecuting the -war. 


During President Pierce's adminic>tration Pierre 


Soule was the American Minister to Spain. He 
was a native of France, whence he had been 
obliged to fly many years before, with a prison 
sentence hanging over his head. He was evi- 
dently a man of parts, for he emigrated to 
Louisiana, became a naturalized citizen of this 
country, was elected to the United States Senate, 
and enjoyed great political success. 


But he took advantage of his 
diplomatic 


immunities as Minister to Spain and pursued a 
most offensive course toward the government of 
Ins nathe land, with which this country was on 
the most peaceful terms. He even made it a per- 
sonal matter, grossly insulting Napoleon III and 
Empress Eugenie, involving himself in a duel with 
the French Ambassador in consequence. In time 
lie was recalled, and permission to pass through 
France was sought. Somehow it was granted, 


' but he was not permitted to stop anywhere en 


route, nor to communicate with, anyone while on 
French soil. He was crated and sent through as 
preferred freight, as might almost be said. 


It has been suggested that if Von Eckhardt is 


given safe conduct through the United States on 


~ his way home from Mexico he be required to travel 
i in the same manner. There is a big argument, 
' however, in not permitting him to/ cross this 
• country under any conditions, leaving him to get 


"• home in the best way that he may.

TiTiatever may be the measure of authenticity in 


the reports referred to above, the Monroe Doctrine 
is not a "sleeping dog," nor does it need definition 
at this late date. It is a real and tangible doct- 
rine of the American State. It is very dear to 
the American heart and for more than three quar- 
ters of a century it has been regarded as one of 
the most important bulwarks of the Republic and 
of the integrity of the whole family of American 
republics. It has been either tacitly accepted or 
respected by all the European nations and on 
occasions has been invoked in the adjustment of

Europe is fully informed as to the significance 


of the Monroe Doctrine, of its history and its 
aspirations. In the European chancelleries is the 
full record of the reasons for and the act of its 
promulgation. 


The provocation for President Monroe's declara- 


tions was not greatly different, in form at least, 
from the present international situation. At the 
close of the Napoleonic wars in 1815 the "Quad- 
ruple Alliance,"' which had brought about the 
downfall of Napoleon's grandiose scheme of em- 
pire, met in the Council of Vienna' and conceived 
a plan for universal peace. At the suggestion of 
Alexander of Prussia they resolved themselves 
into the "Holy Alliance," proceeded to parcel out 
the small nations among themselves, and uttered 
a hypocritical resolution to follow the precepts 
of Christian charity, justice and peace, - 


Not long after this crude attempt at camou- 


flage, the "Holy Alliance" placed its influence 
behind the attempt of Spain, one of the signa- 
tories of the Vienna covenant, to reestablish her 
dominion over the republics of South America, 
which only recently had been recognized by the 
United States. TMs land grabbing move drew 
from President Monroe a message to Congress 
that has had as much influence in shaping the 
political destinies of the world as any other single 
peaceful act of any government Two passages in 
this message follow: 


In the discussion to -which the interest has given rise 


and the arrangements by which they may terminate, 
the occasion Vi.is been judged proper for asserting as a 
principle in which the rights and interests of the United 
States are involved, that the American continents, by 
the free and independent condition which they have 
assumed and maintained, are henceforth not to be con- 
sidered as subjects for future colonization by any Euro- 
pean powers. 


The political system of the .Allied Powers is essen- 


tially different from that of America. Wo owe It, there- 
fore, to candor, and to the amicable relations existing 
between the United States and those powers, to declare 
that we should consider any attempt on their part to 
extend their system to any portion of this hemisphere as 
dangerous to our peace and safety. With the existing 
colonies or dependencies of any European power we 
have not interfered and shall not interfere. 
But with 


the governments who have declared theip independence 
and maintained it, and whose independence we have on 
great consideration and on just principle acknowledged, 
we could not view any interposition for the purpose of 
oppressing them or controlling m any other manner 
their destiny by any European power Jn any other light 
Uian as the manifestation of an unfriendly disposition 
towards the United States. It is impossible that the 
Allied Powers should extend their political system to 
any portion of either continent without endangering our 
peace and happiness; nor can anyone believe that our 
Southern brethren, if left to themselves, would adopt 
it of their own accord. It is equal!} impossible that we 
should behold such interposition in any form with 
indifference

curity of hundreds of millions of 
dollars' worth of property. . 


In addition, Mount Diablo pos- 


sesses a scenic value that should*fe^ 
tract a multitude of tourists to {his 
pfcrt of the state. From its summit 
can be seen the Capitol at Sacra- 
mento and a wider range of terri- 
tory than from any other high point 
in the state, because of the isolated 
position of Mount Diablo. 


The state, is appropriating hun- 


dreds of thousands of dollars for the 
purchase of lands to insure the pres- 
ervation of the California Kedwood 
Park tree, and of numerous other 
historic and scenic points in Cali- 
fornia. The land on the top of 
Mount Diablo is worth from $2 to 
$4 per acre, and for $200,000 prac- 
tically all of the upper portion ot the 
two peaks of the mountain could be 
purchased and made into a public 
park.

foreclosure sale. The state should

The only 
social feature of Hungarian life that 
still exists is the five o'clock tea. All 
Hungarians indulge in that, but the 
tea has become a means of exchang- 
ing political views.

Streets in Budapest are seldom 


crowded, and never by a 
people 


looking for .gayety. Everyone seems 
seriously going about business-. Liv- 
ing conditions are better than in 
Germany, and Austria,

tion is not critical at present.

easy to get sweets, fats and good 
meals.

they are in Austria and Germany.

Pupils under 35 must attend the 
regular school classes, as provided un- 
der the present law. 


In addition to this, provision is made 


for tho compulsory attendance at even- 
ing classes for four sixty-minute hours 
each week of all persons in good health 
between 18 and 21 who are unable to 
speak, read and write tha English lan- 
guage. 
AH .such persons would 
be 


taught English and American citizen- 
ship, while those up to '18 would de- 
vote their time principally to vocational 
training and kindred subjects. 


According 
to 
Superintendent of 


Scuools 'Hunter and John B. Millar, 
president of tho California Manufac- 
turers' Association, such a law would 
not work a hardship, but would prove 
highly advantageous. In tills way. they 
point out. Americanization could be 
successfully taught, and that fact would 
do much to stamp out the propaganda 
of tho Bolshevists and I. W. W. 


Tho object of the bill, it is said, is 


to furnish better educational advan- 
tages to persona who aro employed in 
various Industries. Under tho preseni 
law entirely too many pupils drop oul 
of school, according to Superlntendenl 
Hunter, when they reach the ago of 15 
years, as attendance is no longer com- 
pulsory.

Kindergartners through

his or her^fingjer in the pie. 


In tho first place, Victrola boxes— 


the packing cases are purchased 
from dealers and are delivered to 
the schools by the Red Cross truck. 
These cost fifty cents.

make are hewn out of these packing 
boxes. The manual training class no 
longer makes myriads of tabourettes 
for mother and pipe racks for father 
—the house is no longer cluttered 
up with useless articles inade by 
Johnnie at the manual training class j 
—he's busy and happy using all hia j 
ingenuity and 
imagination making j 


toys good enough to be salable. For j 
if the toys do not have a commercial 
value, if tney are not as good as the 
toys to be found in regular shops, 
they will find no place on the shelves 
of the Red Cross Toy Shop. They 
will not be thrown away, however, 
but -Kill find themselves amusing the 
children at the Baby Hospital—the 
West Oakland Home—the Ladies' 
Relief. 


It was necessary at the start to 


have some money with which to 
finance the project, for fabrics, fine 
paints, enamels, materials of all 
hinds are expensive. Oakland chap- 
ter of the Red Cross loaned the sum 
of J200, and -with this money the 
project was not only started but iy 
going along at a great rate. The 
children arc enthusiastic. The work 
involves a. training in art, \for one

The shop will be put in order by 


the manual training clas.srs. In the 
fall* legul.ir classes in salesmanship 
will be established.

In no -way is this work being done 


to commercialize the children.

every step the educational value of 
the making of the to\s is stressed. 
The fact that they actually meet the 
public, sell • the to\s, receive the 
money and keep the books iv ill be 
one of the biggest items toward the 
future success of such boys and girls 
who will aftrwards- go into buMnes 
lite, say the teachers, who aie all for 
the Junior Red Cross.

American 


hotel, the Astoria, which became a 
center of the social and political whirl 
in Budapest. Politics and social affairs 
are closely allied in Hungary. 


Count Karolyi, who led the Hun- 


garian revolution, returned 
from his 


trip to America in 191-). When ho was 
finally released from 
Internment 
in 


France he attempted to work with tho 
government. He was attacked bitterly, 
failed, and had to try other means. 


PLAN REVOLUTION. 


He went to the Astoria and talked 


things "over wllli Geller, who being an 
American citizen, could not participate 
actively in Hungarian politics, but who 
followed 
them closely.

Karolyi discussed tho possibilities ofi 
overthrowing the Hapsburgs. and tho 
conference resulted in Geller furnish- 
ing Karolyi with a suite of rooms that 
fronted on ono of the main streets of 
Budapest.

The Late F. C. Talbot 


Popular report credits the fortune of the late 


F. C. Talbot with being §50,000,000. It probably 
is not that, yet it certainly is of imposing figures. 
The Pope & Talbot Lumber Company was one of 
the very earliest on the Coast, and the only pio- 
neer iii its line to persist to the present day. Evi- 
dently i£, was well managed and would have en- 
riched all its proprietors and their descendants 
in the regular business way; but it enjoyed singu- 
lar windfalls. One of these was at Seattle. The 
story is that when the site of the city was a for- 
est Pope <^ Talbot bought the forest and logged 
it, holding on to the land largely because it 
couldn't be disposed of. A city began to grow 
there, which gradually spread until it took in the 
Pope & Talbot holdings, and the land, from be- 
iug worthless., became many times more valuable 
than when it was an unbroken forest. Having 
been bought by (he acre, it was sold by the front 
foot. The exigencies of the firm's business made 
necessary water front space in San Francisco 
harbor, and in days when this could be purchased 
for a fraction of the price that it is held at now 
various parcels were acquired, all of which en- 
joyed the accretions that a growing port brought 
about. The Pope & Talbot ships were prover- 
bially lucky, and it is such a rich concern that it 
has always been able to do business at the great- 
est advantage. F. C, Talbot established a show 
place in the Alameda county hills about opposite 
Klmhurst. He spent a fortune in embellishing 
if, planting olive and other groves-, cutting a road 
through a hill, behind which a house, stables and 
krancJs were built in'a snug retreat. The Foot- 
-hill boulevard skirts 1h,e place now, but before 
that was built it was reached by a road turning 
out from what used to be called the County road, 
but may now be better known as East Fourteenth

Game Laws 


A while back there was a great deal of criti- 


cism of the Fish and Game Commission, but there 
has not been so much of late until the California 
State Fish, Game and Forest Protective League, 
in a two-days.' session, expressed itself to the 
effect that the commission oughf to be abolished, 
and the duties which may properly appertain to 
such authority vested in one official, selected be- 
cause of his scientific qualifications. This league 
went deep into the subject. It charges that a 
thousand dollars a day are being wasted. It will 
be news to the general public if the total ex- 
penditure of the Fish and Game Commission 
amounts to a thousand dollars a day. 
Also it 


has been discovered th*at' the law relating to the 
shooting of persons under the apprehension that 
they are deer or other wild game needs overhaul- 
ing. There is said to be too much leeway" for the 
malignant" person to thus dispose of an enemy. 
It is contended that "accidents" of this kind 
should have no protection through the game laws. 
Thje general idea of the league is that the game 
laws of the State are topheavy, and that a com- 
mission is being maintained with far greater 
power and at much greater expense than such 
service rightly demands. 
Levelling Hunter's Point 


The legislative squabble over levelling Hunter's 


Point is casually reported in, the news, but not 
understanding^. It is about a Misappropriating 
§50,000 to pay a commission to be composed oJ 
the Harbor Board, the State Engineer and the 
surveyor of San Mateo county, to examine anc 
survey the proposed reduction of the promontory 
which is called Hunters Point, and dropping the 
material that would be removed into the bay o 
either side, reclaiming lots, some of which are 
thirty feet under water. The argument in favor 
of such enterprise is that there is no fevcl land in 
San Francisco adjacent to deep water on which 
large industrial plants may be established, th 
being given as the reason why industrial enter- 
prises so universally seek the continental side of 
the bay for location. Levelling the high place 
and filling the low place, it is represented, will 
remedy this situation. It is proposed to form an 
assessment district embracing some 1700 acres 
under 800 separate ownerships to meet the ex- 
pense. 
Those concerned as property^ owners, 


and who are in a way to be assessed, denominate 
"this proposition as another job of the Twin Peaks 
tunnel character, though rather more on all fours 
with the notorious Second-street cut job of long 
ago. 
It is being particularly urged by the League 


of Improvement Clubs, and has not been approved 
by the Chamber of Commerce, though the endorse- 
ment of that body has been solicited. Those who 
are fighting it declare that there is a joker some- 
where, though they have not yet to their abso- 
lute satisfaction succeeded in locating it. The 
way the proponents of the measure appeared be- 
fore the legislative committee with maps, books, 
witnesses and evidence indicates that thorough 
and extensive preparation has been made to put 
the scheme through.

tion corporation, or in the state—I'am. not able 
to say. But where the ownership of the state 
building plot lies, and what is to be done about 
it, and about the Palace of Fine Arts, cannot be 
learned, chiefly because it is not known. 
Some 


months ago I called upon Frank Brittain, who 
was the attorney for the exposition company up 
to the time that he was appointed to the Superior 
bench. 
He said practically what is set forth 


in the opening of this article, though, of 
course he did not refer to the 
Philadel- 


phia 
lawyer. 
The problem recurs through 


what appears to be the end of the attempt to 
establish a normal school on the California build- 
ing site. With the areas realized by the,c]osing 
of streets this site comprises some ten acres. It 
was at first proposed to utilize the 
California 


building, with alterations and reinforcements, for 
the school. It will be remembered there was a 
hot fight over this proposition in the Legislature 
two years ago, and it was finally determined that 
the exposition structure wouldn't do, and that a 
new^building would have" to be erected. Title to 
the site then had to be completed. Portions of it 
had been leased and had to be bought. Suits in 
condemnation were instituted and surprising 
sums were awarded by a jury. Whether title to 
all the land was perfected, or exactly what was 
done, or where the ownership is now, or what is 
likely to result, are problems. 
The effort to 


establish the State IN'orrnal school in the Cali- 
7ornia building, and to preserve'the Palace of 
Pine Arts, appears to have been largely senti- 
mental, induced by the glories of the exposition 
architecture and the desire to. perpetuate some 
'of it, but the sentiment has weakened now so that 
the purpose has small vitality. The Palace of 
Fine Arts is located on an United States military 
reservation, and military affairs have received 
such an impetus of late, coming into such great 
importance,'that it is questionable if the space 
necessary for a site will be ceded for art pur-i 
poses., 
Something About Asparagus 


Asparagus is not a strict San Francisco sub- 


ject, but I came across a lot of first-hand infor- 
mation about this succulent" vegetable that inter- 
ests me, and it may interest the general Knave 
reader. Few of those who enjoy asparagus at 
the war price of 5 cents a stalk; or, indeed, few 
who have pleasanter recollections of pre-war 
prices, know that its history is traced back 2000 
years. There is a whole lot concerning it that is 
quite interesting, but what mostly concerns Cali- 
fornians is that Ihis State has the most extensive 
asparagus fields in the world. Yet the first com- 
mercial quotations of it in San Francisco ap- 
peared in 1875. 
The market was at first sup- 


plied-from the Milpitas region. It was not till 
1890 that the San Joaquin and Sacramento river 
deltas were found to 'be particularly adapted to 
its growth. .
